The regular meeting of the town 
council was held in the council cham-

ber last Monday evening. Mayor Bott 
was in the chair and the following 
members were present: Councillors 
Lydiatt, Ireland, Lavelle, and Crowe. 

Letters were read from eastern 
financial firms asking for information 
regarding debentures for sale. 

Secretary Courtnell reported that 
$5,000 water debentures had been sold 
to H. O’Hara company of Toronto. 

A letter was read from the school 
board asking the council for $1,800 to 
pay running, expenses, The matter 
was referred to the finance commit- 
The chairman of the finance com- 
mittee submitted a report outlining 
the estimates for the year and accom- 
panied by the following schedule’ of

This recommendation was adopted 
by the council. q 

The mayor expressed great pleasure 
at the strengthening of conditions 

_ which made the advance in salaries 
possible and thanked the employees 
on the efficient service they had ren- 
dereddered in the past. 

In his report the chairman of the 
sanitary committee recommended that 
Dr. Brown be made wholly responsi- 
ble for the sanitary conditions and 
that his salary be $360.00 per year; 
that T. Crook’s salary be $900,00 per 
year; that night and day scavengers 
be paid $1,500 each per year, includ- 
ing horses; and that $200.00 be allowed 
for relief. 

This report was also adopted.

French officers say the German 
crown prince hai been using 80,000 
men in his efforts to swamp the 
French positions east and west of 
Dead Man’s Hill, and to gain decisive 
advantages between that pdint and 
Hill 804. Thus far these efforts have 
accomplished little. 

The great advantage of the success 
obtained by the French in the Douau- 
mont region lies in the fact that this 
district is the highest in the vicinity, 
and, therefore, permits artillery ob- 
servation which is far superior to any 
in the district.

Prospects Good for 


The heavy rains ‘this’ week have 
made it almost possible to see the 
grain grow and hear the farmers 
smile. The ground has certainly had 
an excellent drenching, thus assuring. 
the best possible start for this year’s 
crop. Although there has been an 
abundance of moisture in the ground 
the showers coming at this time will 
do inestimable good, and furnish am- 
ple assurance for another good. érop 
this year. 

In this district it is estimated that 
there will be about the same acreage 
under cultivation this year. as last. 
Some farmers will have slightly less 
while others will have more, It is

With any kind of favor- 
able weather, however, there should be 
a fairaverage crop this year. 


Theatre-goers Must _ 
Now Pay a Tax 


On June Ist next the Theatre-goers’ 
Taxation Act ‘comes into force by 
proclamation of the lieutenant-gov-‘ 
ernor, The act provides for the im- 
position of a tax of one cent on eacn 
ticket sold for moving picture shows, 
two and one-half cents per ticket for 
“public performance of tragedy, 
drama, comedy, farce, opera, burles- 
que, pantomine, vaudeville or any en- 
tertainment of the stage whatever,” 
where the admission is under pne dol- 
lar. When the price of admission is 
a dollor or over the tax is five cents 
per ,ticket. ~ ‘4 

The proprietor or manager of each 
theatre is responsiblé for the collec- 
tion of this taxation and tickets .or 
coupons of the several denominations 


tary for sale to patrons and no man- 
ager shall permit any person to ob- 
tain admission without receiving from 
the reuqisite tax ticket or coupon. 
For his trouble the theatre manager 
is allowed ten per cent of the pro- 
ceeds,

FOR COUNTRY 


Was Killed in Action on May 

12th---Son of Councillor 

, Lavelle-- Memorial Service 
Empress Theatre Sunday 


SUPREME SACRIFICE 


Jimmy Lavelle is dead. He died on 
May 12th, from wounds 
while in action in Flanders. 

When the message containing this 
sad information was flashed over the 
wires from military headquarters last 
Tuesday morning, and as it was 
passed from one to another on our 
streets and in our stores, a cloud of 
profound gloom and -sadness’ hovered 
over the whole town, 

When his parents last heard from 
him he was in good health and hay 
not been reported wounded, so that it 
was at first thought there might be 
some mistake, His number, rank and 
battalion as mentioned in the message, 
however left no room for hope. 

Jimmy was among the first to en- 
list from Redcliff, he having joined 
the Third C. M. R, soon after its or- 
ganization. ; 

He has. resided here continuously 
almost since the town started and as

Winston Spencer Churchill, former 
\first lord of the admiralty, who has 
been opposing the government inthe 
house of commons since .his return 
from the front, was the first speaker 
in the general debate initiated by the 
premier’s motion Rut the vote of 
credit. 

Mr. Churchill Gecconnnnal regret that 


in all lines of sport, was one of its\ My, Asquith had not reviewed the gen- 


eral situation, and said it was unrea- 
sonable for people to expect the war 
to turn suddenly and decisively in 
favor of the allies. The contending 
armies were far too evenly matched at 
the present time to’ permit of such a 
change. 

The allies felt that they were the 
stronger, Mr. Churchill continued, but 
againt this was the central. position 
of their opponents, the superior unity 
of their war direction and the advan- 
tage of being able to retain the ini- 
tiative. The allies had larger re- 
serves, actual and potential, than their 
enemies and it was in the use which 
was made of them that the hope of 
final victory lay. The frequency of 
the Gernian and Austrian attacks on 
all parts of the front might be a sign 
of the measure of their strength, Mr, 
Churchill stated, but it might also be 
a sign of the measure of their pro- 
fotind anxiety... If the Germans were 
beaten decisively they would be beaten 
by lack of men, and, accordingly, the 
best use must be made of the men 
being called to the. British army. 


Army Bill Passes _ 
The U. S. Congress 


The United States congress com- 
pleted enactment of the first of the 
adminstration prepardness measures, 
the army re-organization bill, and 
sent the mossures up to President 
Wilson for his signature;- The house 
ap, roved the conference report on the 
army measure, which already had 
been accepted by the senate. It pro- 
vides for a regular army with a peace 
strength of more than 200,000 men 
backed up by a federalized national 
guard of more than 400,000. 

To complete the preparedness pro- 
gram on which the administration 
plans to spend-more than~a__ billion, 
dollars. within the next five years, 
congress still has to pass the naval 
bill and the fortifications bill.

Now in Operation and Many 
Orders Coming in---Large 
Order From Great - Falls,

About three weeks ago the Brick & 
Coal Company opened up their brick 
plant here with a small staff in order 
to fill some small orders for godds of 
which they were running short. At 
that time they did not expect to con- 
tinue in operation in this department 
very long, so the Review made no 


mention, of the fact, Since opening 
up, however, new orders have been 
coming in so rapidly that the staff has 
been increased from time to time until 
now the prospects are good for keep- 
ing going for some,time to come. 

The quality of the goods manufac- | 
tured at this plant are well known 
throughout western Canada and the 
result is that a much wider field is now 
opening up. Among the orders re- 
cently received is a good sized ore 
from Great Falls, Montana, This was 
closely followed by another one from 
the same place and besides these are 
a number from local points. 

With the orders at present on the 
books and enquiries coming in from 
the surrounding district the prospects 
are most promising for a busy season 
ahead of this plant. &

Says Allies Are 
Preparing For Drive 


A correspondent, absent for six 
months from the British front, is 
amazed upon his return at the in- 
creased number of men, guns and’ 
equipment, The numergus battalions 
of the new army which have arrived 
have engulfed the old regtilar army. 

It now requires a ride of 100 miles 
to compass the British front. Khaki 
is thick in the villages of the Somme 
country. The British hold the famous 
“labyrinth” as well as Ypres and Loos. 
In taking over a long section of the 
French line, hundreds of miles of wire 
had to be laid, transport organized, 
headquarters moved, new corps and 
divisions created and commanders ap- 
pointed. In the last few months new 
men have come into positions of re- 
sponsibility. 

The: correspondent takes tihs as an 
indication that Britain and her Allies 
are preparing for a big drive in the 
near future.

“The question of maintaining health 
is very largely a question of what you 
won't do, not a question of wha. you 
do. It is purely a question of self- 
discipline. Purely a question of first 
seeing what to do and then having 
the courage to do it.” 


CHEMICALS FOR POULTRY 


Charcoal, 


Ammonia and Sulphur— 
How to Use Them 

Sulphur is a medicine and not a 
food.’ While it is true that it is found 
in small quantities in almost ail 
grains and other articles of poultry 
diet, ft is not true that it is a food 
and that it sNould be fed indiscrimin- 
ately.. The sulphur that is found in 
grain is usually combined with some 


There are times when it may be fed 
to fowls, but care must be_ taken. 
It should never be fed during wet 
weather, as it is liable to cause rheu- 
matism or a stiffness ‘of the joints, 
It is a‘sort of a blood purifier, will 
arrest disease, and sometimes in- 
vigorates a run-down system. A tea 
Bpoonful once a week, in soft food 
for twenty hens, will do no harm 
and even this amount should be fed 
in dry weather, It is better to be 
withheld from chicks until they are 
at least three months old. 

Charcoal consists alniost entirely of 
carbon, and is prepared by heating 
wood so as to expel all the gaseous 
matter it contains. Ammonia is a 
gaseous compound-alkaline like potas- 
sa, and is often termed spirits of 
hartshorn. If charcoal has been pro 
perly treated it would be next to im- 
-possible for it to contain enough am- 
monia to injure animal life. Any im- 

urities charcoal might contain would 

more likely absorbed through at: 
mospheric conditions. There need be 
no hesitancy in using any- charcoal 
which is clean anc free from dust.

In many parts of the country the 
small home orchard has disappéared, 
or ‘never existed, and farmer neigh- 
bors must buy fruit for the family 
of the professional fruit grower. Those 
who have home orchards should use 
the telephone or postcards to tell the 
neighbors where good fruit may be 
obtained. Bven in localities where 
considerable fruit is grown in a com- 
mercial way a great deal of it may 
be sold to farmers and town folk who 
will come to the orchards and haul 
it away. This orchard trade is the 
most profitable of all. The ‘grower 
needs no package, has no grading and 
very littts sorting to do, no packing, 

hauling; storage, or freight expenses 
to meet. 

This latter sort of trade can well 
afford to pay as much for orchard 
run, soft rots out, as the buyer can for 
the first two grades, The packer must 
maintain grading machinery, tables, 
packages, the -ex, es of picking, 

king, hauling, nm re sto! and 

dling. He cannot afford pay 
much for orchards where he can only 
pack from one to a few cars. Grow- 
ers of fruit in a small or a big way 
should get the habit of selling as 
much as possible to their neighbors.

Origin of Shamrock Wearing in Honor 
St, Fatritk F 


Few who put a sprig of shamrock 
in their buttonliole on the seventeanth 
of March realize that {ese little 
green leaves pore than onecé kept the 
Irish from death in dire famine times. 
In 1696 the poet Spencer declares that 
the war has brought the miserable 
Inhabitants of Munster to a point 
where they “flock to a plot of water- 
cresses or shamrocks as to a feast.” 
In hig “View of Ireland” he describes 
this as the deptl of ruin to which 
a land formerly having ‘.bundant corn 
and cattle had‘ been plunged. , The 
troublous es continued ‘and the 
shamrock is mentioned as an article 
of food again and ‘again. Fynes Mor- 
rison in 1598 writes that the herb Is 
still being “snatched out of the ditches 
for food.” ‘ ’ cee 

Not until later was the shamrock 
used as the national emblem of Erin. 
Nathaniél Colgan, member of the 
Royal Jrish Academy says the earljest 
record of the wearing “o’ the green” 
is’ contained in the diary of Thomas 
Dinoly, who wrote in 1687: “17th day 
of March yearly is St. Patrick, an 
Immoveable feast, when the Irish of 
all stations and conditions wear cros- 
ses in their hats, some of pins, some 
of green ribbon, and the vulgar super 
ptitiously wear shamiogues, three 
leaved grass which they likewise eat 
(they say to cause a sweet breath).”
